NEW BUSINESS/PUBLIC HEARINGS

A. 71 Derry Street Subdivision Plan 71 Derry Street

SB# 13-18 Map 166/Lot 001

Purpose of Plan: to depict the subdivision of one (1) existing parcel of land into two
(2) new lots as shown on the plan. Application Acceptance & Hearing.

Mr. Auger gave a brief presentation as to the status of a plan to subdivide 71 Derry
Street into two separate lots. He explained that there were issues that still needed to
be resolved between all parties concerned and asked that further Planning Board
review be deferred until March.

He said that notices have been posted seeking
volunteers to serve as committee members from the various town departments and
town citizens. Mr. Groth added that he would like to see strong support of the
Planning Board and asked if any members present would be willing to serve on the
committee. Mr. Malley, Mr. Van der Veen, and Mr. Brackett, said they would be
willing to serve.

Mr. Brackett mentioned that the Highway Safety Committee recently met and
discussed current condition of the roads and bridges in town. He stated that the HSC
had discussed eight particular road projects that they felt needed to be addressed and
asked if these issues could be added as points of discussion to the March Planning
Board meeting agenda. Examples given where the culvert running under the
intersection of Lowell Road and Birch Street and current condition of the Veterans
Memorial and Taylor Falls Bridge roadway.
